ARTICLE   I 

NAMi; 


The  name  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  "SociETv  oi"  Mavki.ovver  Descendants 
IN  THE  District  ok  Columbia." 

ARTICLE    II 

OBJECT 

The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  band  of 
Pilgrims,  passengers  on  the  Mayflozvcr,  who  landed  at  Plymouth  Rock,  Massa- 
chusetts, December  20,  1620;  to  preserve  their  records,  their  history  and  all 
facts   relating  to  them,  their  ancestors  and  their  posterity. 

Their  acts  and  example  have  been  instrumental  in  the  establishment  of  civil 
and  religious  liberty  throughout  this  land.  Their  faith  in  God,  their  constancy 
of  purpose  under  severe  trials,  and  their  fortitude  under  privations,  entitle  them 
to  the  veneration  of  mankind,  and  form  an  example  worthy  of  emulation  for  all 
time. 

ARTICLE    III 

MEMBERSHIP 

Every  lineal  descendant  over  eighteen  years  of  age  of  any  passenger  on  the 
Mayfloiver  on  the  voyage  which  ended  at  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  in  December, 
1620,  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this  Society.  Each  candidate  for  mem- 
bership shall  be  proposed  and  seconded  by  members  of  the  Society,  and  elected 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Assistants. 

ARTICLE    IV 


The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  Governor,  Deputy  Governor,  Captain. 
Elder,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Historian,  and  Surgeon,  to  be  elected  by  a  majority 
vote.  These  officers,  together  with  seven  other  members  elected  for  that  purpose 
by  a  plurality  vote  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  shall  constitute 
a  Board  of  Assistants  and  shall  serve  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are 
duly  elected  and  qualified.  Their  duties,  powers  and  privileges  shall  be  regulated 
by  the  by-laws  so  long  as  they  are  consistent  with  this  Constitution  ;  and  any 
vacancies  occasioned  by  death  or  resignation  may  be  lillod  by  the  Board  of 
Assistants   for  the  unexpired  term. 


ARTICLE   V 

MEETINGS 

The  annual  meetings  of  this  Society  sliall  1k'  lield  in  the  City  of  Washington, 
District  of  Columbia,  on  the  twenty-lirst  day  of  November  in  each  year,  the 
anniversary  of  the  arrival  of  the  Mayflozccr  at  Provincetown  Harbor.  In 
addition  to  the  annual  meeting,  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  February,  April,  and  October,  in  each  year,  and  special  meetings 
shall  be  held  upon  the  written  request  of  ten  members,  or  by  vote  of  the  Board 
of  Assistants. 

The  Board  of  Assistants  shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month, 
except  the  months  of  June,  July,  and  August,  and  special  meetings  of  the  Board 
shall  be  lield  upon  the  written  request  of  three  of  its  members,  or  at  the  call 
of  the  Governor. 

Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  <|uorum  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Assistants,  five 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE    VI 

BV-L.\WS 

The  Society  shall  have  power  to  ordain,  establish,  alter  and  repeal  by-laws, 
rules,  and  regulations  for  its  government. 

ARTICLE    VII 

SE.\L 

The  seal  of  the  Societ}'  shall  contain  a  representation  of  a  sailing  vessel  of 
the  seventeenth  century  and  around  it  the  name  of  the  Society  and  the  words 
■'Plymouth,  1620."  and  "District  of  Columbia.  1898." 

ARTICLE    VIII 

A.MENliMENTS 

Any  proposed  amendment  to  this  Constitution  must  be  presented  in  writing 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  shall  be  read  and  filed  with  the  Secretary. 
The  Secretary  shall  send  out  with  the  notice  of  the  next  meeting  a  copy  of  all 
such  proposed  amendments,  with  a  statement  that  the  same  are  to  be  acted  upon 
at  said  meeting,  and  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  present  at  such  meeting 
shall  be  required  for  the  adoption  of  any  amendment. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE  I 

MEMBERSHIP 

Application  for  membership  in  this  Society  shall  be  made  in  writing  and 
shall  be  accompanied  by  the  entrance  fee.  Such  application  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Committee  on  Membership  before  the  application  blanks  shall  be  issued. 

Each  applicant  shall  then  be  required  to  give  in  detail,  upon  the  blank  forms 
furnished,  the  proofs  of  eligibility  with  complete  references  to  the  authorities 
quoted,  all  of  which  shall  be  sworn  to. 

Such  application  shall  then  be  referred  to  the  Historian  of  the  Society,  and 
upon  his  report  that  he  has  found  the  pedigree  papers  to  be  correct,  and  that 
the  Historian  General  has  approved  the  same,  they  shall  be  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Assistants,  who  shall  vote  upon  the  same.  Two  negative  votes  shall  act  as 
a  rejection  of  the  applicant. 

Every  approval  by  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be  void  unless  the 
pedigree  papers  shall  be  tiled  by  the  applicant,  properly  filled  out,  within  six 
months  after  the  same  shall  have  been  sent  him. 

In  the  event  of  the  disapproval  by  the  Committee  on  Membership  of  any 
applicant,  or  of  the  rejection  of  the  applicant  by  the  Board  of  Assistants,  the 
entrance   fee   shall   be   returned   to   him. 

ARTICLE  n 

UUTlES    OE    GOVERNOR 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Society 
and  the  Board  of  Assistants  and  to  ijcrform  such  other  duties  as  pertain  to  the 
chief  officer  of  an  organization. 

ARTICLE  III 

DUTIES     OE     THE     UEPUTV     GOVERNOR 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputy  Governor  to  exercise  all  the  functions  of 
the  office  of  the  Governor   in   absence  or  disability  of  the   (KU-ernor. 

ARTICLE    IV 

DUTIES     OE     CAPTAIN 

The  Captain  shall  act  as  Marshal  on  all  occasions  of  ceremony. 


ARTICLE   V 

DUTIES     OF     EI.UEK 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Klder  to  officiate  when  called  upon  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Society.  He  shall  be  a  regularly  ordained  minister  of  a  Christian 
Church. 

ARTICLE    VI 

DUTIES     Ol'    THE     SECRET.\kY 

Tlie  Secretary  shall  give  due  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  the 
Board  of  Assistants,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  such  meetings. 
He  shall  notify  new  members  of  their  election  and  keep  a  roll  of  the  members 
of  the  Society.  He  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Society  and  have 
charge  of  the  seal  and  all  documents  belonging  to  the  Society,  and  shall  perform 
such   other   duties   as   the   Society   or   his   office   may   require. 

ARTICLE    VII 

DUTIES    OV    TREASURER 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  of  the  Society.  He  shall 
collect  all  fees  and  dues  and  shall  have  charge  of  all  disbursements  under 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Assistants.  He  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  receipts 
and  disbursements,  shall  report  the  condition  of  the  treasury  at  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Assistants,  and  shall  make  a  detailed  report  at  the 
annual    meeting   of   the    Society. 

ARTICLE    VIII 

DUTIES     OI"      HISTORIAN 

The  Historian  shall  examine  and  report  upon  all  pedigree  papers  of 
applicants  for  membership.  He  shall  keep  a  detailed  record  of  all  celebrations 
of  the  Society  and  file  all  documents,  papers,  and  speeches.  He  shall  keep  a 
record  of  all  certificates  signed  by  him  and  do  any  other  work  assigned  him 
by  the   Board  of  Assistants. 

ARTICLE   IX 

DUTIES     OE     SURGEON 

The  Surgeon  shall  have  been  duly  admitted  to  the  practice  of  medicine 
and  shall  be  under  the  order  of  the  Governor  and  Board  of  Assistants. 

ARTICLE    X 

IIOAKD     OK     ASSISTANTS 

The   Board  of  Assistants   shall   have   charge  and   direction  of  the   aflfairs   of, 
the   vSociety,  subject   in  all   respects  to  such   instructions  and  limitations  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  Society.     They  shall  fill  vacancies  among 
the  officers  for  the  hahiiice  of  the  term  and  shall  ai)point  the  following  Standing 
Committees  : 

^Membership,  of  five  members;  Publication,  of  three  members;  Auditing,  of 
three  members;  Room  and  Property,  of  five  members;  Entertainment,  of  five 
members.     The  chairman  of  each  Standing  Committed  shall  be  a  member  of  the 


Board  of  Assistants,  and  the  additional  mcmliers  ma_v  be  selected  from  the 
members  at  large.  Each  Committee  shall  make  a  report,  through  its  chairman, 
at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Assistants.  The  Membership  Committee 
shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  designated  by  its  chairman,  and 
shall  consider  and  act  upon  all  i)rcliminary  applications  and  report  thereon  to 
the  Board  of  Assistants. 

ARTICLE    XI 

ORHER      Ol'       BUSINESS 

The  order  of  business  at  all   stated  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be : 
1st.    Reading  of  Minutes. 
2d.    Communications. 
3d.     Reports  of  Officers. 
4th.   Reports  of  Committees. 
5th.   Unfinished  Business. 
6th.   New  Business. 
7th.  Election  of  Officers   (at  annual  meetings). 

ARTICLE    XII 

I'KES      AND     HUES 

The  entrance  fee  shall  be  Five  dollars  ($5).  The  annual  dues  shall  be 
Two  dollars  ($2),  payable  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year.  A  member 
who  shall  remain  in  arrears  for  dues  for  three  months  after  notice  of  his 
indebtedness  has  been  mailed  to  him,  directed  to  his  last  known  address,  may 
be  dropped  from  the  rolls  by  the  Board  of  Assistants,  and  may  be  reinstated 
by  said  Board  upon  payment  of  all  dues  which  would  have  accrued  had  he 
remained  a  member  in  good  standing. 

ARTICLE    XIII 

TEKM1N.\TK)N      OK      MEM  HKKSH  1 1' 

The  Board  of  Assistants  may,  on  a  two-thirds  vote,  drop  any  member  shown 
to  be  prejudicial  to  the  Society,  providing,  however,  he  be  given  a  month's  notice 
of  any  charges  filed  and  a  hearing  by  said  Board. 

ARTICLE    XIV 

,\mendments 

Amendments,  alterations,  and  additions  may  be  made  to  these  by-laws  in 
the  same  manner  as  provided  for  amendments  and  changes  in  the  Constitution 
of  this  Society.

MEMBERSHIP  REQUIREMENTS 


Every  descendant,  over  cigliteen  years  of  age,  of  any  iiassengcr  on  the 
Mayflozi'cr  on  the  voyage  wliich  ended  at  Plymouth,  in  Ueceniher,  IhZO,  is  ehgible 
to  membership. 

Applicants  for  membership  must  be  nominated  and  seci^nded  l)y  two  members 
of  the  Society,  on  "Preliminary  Application"  blank  furnished  by  the  Secretary. 
These  Prcliiiiiiiary  Blanks  arc  issued  only  on   request  of   nienibers. 

The  membership  fee  of  five  dollars  must  accompany  the  preliminary  blank, 
when  properly  filled  out  and  signed  by  the  applicant.  In  case  of  rejection  or 
failure  to  complete  membership,  the  fee  will  be  returned.  livery  name  of  a 
person  must  be  written   in  full.     Do  not  use  initnils. 

When  returned  to  the  Secretary,  the  application  is  submitted  to  the  Mem- 
bership Committee,  who  investigate  the  social  and  moral  standing  of  the 
applicant.  If  the  action  of  the  Committee  is  favorable,  the  Secretary  notifies 
the  applicant  of  its  approval,  and  furnishes  pedigree  blanks,  upon  which  must 
be  set  out  in  detail  each  generation  in  descent  from  the  MayHoieer  passenger. 
Every  step  in  the  pedigree  nuist  be  proved  by  complete  references  to  published 
genealogies,  town  histories  or  other  published  works  recognized  Ijy  the  Society 
as  authoritative,  giving  in  each  instance  the  volume  and  page  (|noted  ;  or  by  filing 
certified  copies  of  town  or  church  records,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence.  No 
descent  will  be  accepted  based,  in  an_\-  detail,  upon  mere  family  or  local  tradition. 

The  pedigree  blanks  must  be  filled  out  in  duplicate  and  sworn  to  ])efore  a 
notary  public  or  other  competent  oflicer,  and  filed  with  the  vSecretary. 

After  examination  and  ajjproval  by  the  Historian  and  Historian-General, 
the  pedigree  blanks  are  referred  to  the  Board  of  Assistants  and  voted  upon,  two 
negative  votes   rejecting   a   candidate. 

The  Secretary  will  then  notify  he  candidate  of  his  election,  and  if 
the  dues  are  not  paid  within  thirty  days  after  the  notification,  then  the 
election  shall  be  void.  Annual  dues,  $2.(30,  payable  in  advance  on  the  lirst  of 
January  of  each  year.  Candidates  elected  during  tlie  first  quarter  of  any  year 
shall  be  required  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  the  dues  for  that  year;  those  elected 
during  second  (piarter,  $1.50:  those  elected  during  third  (piarter,  $1.00,  and  those 
elected  during  fourth  quarter,  $0.50.  Every  approval  by  the  Menibershi])  Com- 
mittee shall  be  void  unless  the  final  pedigree  paper  shall  be  returned,  properly 
executed,  witliin   si.\  months  after  the  same  shall  have  been   sent  to  apiilicant. 
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Engrossed  certificates  of  membership,  insignia,  rosette  buttons,  and  rosette 
pins  can  be  secured  upon  application  to  Secretary.  Certificates,  $3.00;  insignia. 
$12.00:    rosette   buttons   and   pins,   $0.25. 

If  applicant  is  descended  from  more  than  one  Mayflower  ancestor,  one  name 
only  should  be  used  in  making  application.  Blanks  for  proof  of  additional  lines 
of  eligibility  will  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary  after  election  to  membership. 
These  supplemental  blanks  nuist  be  executed  in  same  manner  as  originals. 

The  Society  is  accumulating  a  library  of  books  and  papers  of  historical  and 
genealogical  interest  relating  to  the  Pilgrims,  for  ready  reference  by  members 
desiring  to  prove  lines  of  descent  and  for  their  general  information.  The 
Secretary  would  be  glad  to  receive  donations  of  published  or  manuscript 
genealogies,  town  or  state  histories,  memoranda  of  tombstone  inscriptions,  town 
or  church  records,  or  any  other  matter  of  interest  or  value  in  this  connection.
